I'outideutial communications which had
been made to me by my client, or of
lynching me, or of tarring and feather-
ing me and driving mo from the town,
just which, 1 could not learn definitely,
t'heso rumors were communicated to mo
bv a dozen different people. The names
o all tho parties communicating them
to mo just now I do not recollect. Mr.
W. L. Vail came lirst and made the
communication to mo in the presence of

my friend, George C. Israel.
About. 8 o'clock, I went to too saloon

of Butler & Ridley, and while there, the
rumors were again repeated.

About 9 o'clock, Charley Williams,
porter at the Mills Hoiii-e- , came in and
notilied me that a mob would bo down
to lynch mo that night, and everybody
at tho hotel was thoroughly aroused and
solicitous for niv tiafety, and that Adju-

tant General Gi'll wished to see me at
once. A few minutes later, Alex Lucy
added his testimony to that of the other
witnesses who hud talked to mo, and
again came Mr. Vail, who seemed to be
aroused and alaitned for my safetv.
There then came a message from the
City Marshal of this town, asking me to
remain in the saloon tor an hour or so.
Then 1 received notice from mveial
other parties, whose names I do not now
recollect, to'tbo stune effect. 1 was told
that a lellow, 1 will not say man, by tho
name of White, and Mr. l'ierpont .Minor
were to lead the crowd who sought my
lifu. After remaining in tho caloon
about an hour, as requested by Marshal
Ulankenship, 1 retired to the Mills House
where I liavo rooms.

Soon thoreaftei 1 met Mr. Minor, and a

casual acquaintance ripened into u

1'ciifroin friendship. Suddenly,
without anv causo or provocation, lar
an I know.hcceafced to speak to me. and
from that day to this has been my bitter
and unrelenting foe. I have never mado
any unkind remark, unfair or untruth-
ful statement about Mr. Minor, nor
have I said aupht abotit-o- r against him
in uiikindncs-- . I wish to say, .further,
tnat while 1 was friendly with- - Mr.
Minor ho frequently stated to mo that
he had been u, deputy sheriff iu New
u..inr, nnd lmd 'tilled fouror five men ;

had actually bagged people to take his
own lile. I lxlievcd these roportB, not
knowing Mr. Minor, and tho tendency
was when thiti trouble camo about, to

magnify in mv mind tho dangerous and
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reckless character of tho man with
whom 1 was about to contend for my
own life.

After Mr. Humphreys hud finished
his statement,

Opened the argument for the defense.
He said tho testimony went to show
that the first shot came from the street.
Although none of tho witnesses could
swear to who llrcd tho lirst shot, It
seemed to bo the general opinion of the
witnesses that Humphries did some-
thing to cause the trouble. Ho con-

tended that no man could create tho
cause for shooting and claim self de-

fense. There was no cause for tho
shooting, no threats having been mado
against Humphries that would justfy tho
sticking of a straw in hisopponanta eye.
Ho asked that Humphriei bo put under
bond.

JU1HIK HTltEUT

Followed with a short argument in
which lie defended tho action of Hum-
phries', claiming he only defended him
self. The Judge left the major part of
the argument in the hands of Mr. Israel,
who spoko in substance as follows :

UEOIIOK C. ISKAKL'H AltOOMUNT.

Mr. Israel's argument was quite
lengthy, occupying some two hourH in
its delivery, and as he is a very rapid
talker, it was impossible to report him
iu exact language. He began his argu-

ment by asking the court to disabuse its
mind ot all feeling or prejudice iu tho
case at bar, and predicate its judgment
alone upon the evidence ueioro u anu
the law apjilicablo thereto as it found
it. After commenting at some length
upon the evidence ho said : "Wo pro-
pose at this time, to show to the court
that from all tho facts that have been
hero presented, either by the testimony
of tho prosecution or the defenee under
the law that must govern this court in
tho decision of this case, that the defend-
ant must be discharged and acquitted,
I now call the court's particular atten-
tion to a case which has aptly been called
bv my senior "the father of tho
lav ot self defenee." This case was tried
in Boston, Mass., iu 1800, and before a
bench of judges so eminent as juristB,
that their names live y foremost in
the history of tho Independence of
America, they were Parsons, Sedgwick
and Parker men whose names and
writingsare familiar to every lawyer and
law student in the laud. This case is
known in tho briefs as tho Selfridgo
Case. The lacts in this case are fully
reported, and 1 invite your honors close
attention to them that you may see how
closely thev are akin to tho facts in tho
case at bar'." Mr. Israel then read tho
case, commenting upon it at times and
applying the law there laid down to tho
testimony before the court.

With much feeling and eloquence Mr.
Israel then detailed tho oicurrenceii of
the pat ten days, in so far as they af-

fected Mr. Humphries, and directed the
courts attention to the agony of mind
that defendant must have endured dur-

ing that time by reason of bis
name being connected with the
unhappy affair, while his lips wero
sealed by his oath as an attorney to
nrotect the secret communication!! of
bis client, and he a man to whom sacred
disgrace was worse than real death. ts

were then paid by the attorney
to those individuals who had made
threats of lvnching and in that con
nection he read the case of Bouannos
against the Stato, from Kentucky to
show that such reports and rumors
would justify a hundred persons in kill-

ing tho leader of such a lawless body
without waiting for an attack. Mr.
Israel then returned to tho Selfridgo
raw Rhowimr the Court bow tho law of

I that case refuted in direct terms all the
propositions mat nan ueen auvanccu uy
the District Attorney, and after reading
several law authorities, said in part:

"I do not believe, Your Honor, thnt
vou will allow opinions to away your
"judgment, no matter how strongly
factional feeling may be on tho outer
walla of tho courtroom. I do not be-lie-

' the time has come when
it shall be heard within its
sacred precincts. I believe tins defend-- (

ant's liberty is in honest liands backed
by a righteous heart and an upright
mind, and that only audi methods as
arc within the sanctity of your oath of
otlico will come to your judgmentof him.
Feeling this from tho bottom of my
heart, L Bafely lay my burden down,
fnel niv labors onded with the firm and
abiding conviction that as Your Honor
rings down the curtain on tho last act
of this trial it will be with tho words,
wherefore by reason of the law and the
nremifies the defendant Btiau go nenco
without day.

Mr. Israel's argument was a clear pre
sentment of the law, forcible ana iu
times eloquent and wo regret that lacK

of space prevents a verbatim report of it.
District Attorney Cox followed with

his closing argument, making somo
strong points. He spoke only a short
while, but made a good speech.

Tho arguments of the attorneys in the
Humphries c!"0 yesterday were es-

pecially line, and entirely freo lroin any
objectionable personalities.

Judge Webster Street fully sustained'
his reputation as one of the ablest ad-

vocates of the Territorial bar, while the
argument of Mr. George C. Israel, who
was iiHsociated with Judge Street for the
defense, was clear, forcible, convincing
and ornate. District Attorney Cox's
effort dil not in anywise detract from
his reputation as a prosecuting ouicer.

Provinces

Wasiii.noton, Aug., 1. The Spanish
reciprocity treaty nnd diplomatic corres-

pondence pertaining thereto, was mado
public today, tho president issuing a
proclamation announcing tho full text
of the treaty. It was made pursuant
to tho last tariff act with a view to se-

curing reciprocal trade, by reason of ex-

emption from duty of sugar, inolafses,
coiieo and hides upon thoir imiortation
into the United States. Under the
terms of the treaty, the following ar-

ticles manufactured iu the United
States, and included in what is termed
u transit)- - I'chcdulc, will be admitted in-

to Cuba and Porta Hico: Meats, salt
and canned, jerked beef excepted, lard,
tallow; freeh, dried nnd smoked fish,
canned oysters and salmon; oats, barley,
rye, buckwhart, and flour of these
grans, starch innizena, and other ali-

mentary Products oi corn, excepting
cornmeal, cotton eced, oil nnd meal cake
of taid teed for cattle, hay, straw and
bran, freeh, dried and preterved fruits,
except raisins; vegetables, rosin, tur-

pentine, wood of all kinds; wagons,
tewing machines, raw pctrolium, coai
and ice.

The following articles will be admitted
on payment of the duties stated Corn
L'5 cents per one hundred kilograms,
ornineal 25 cents, wheat, from January

1, 18U2, 0 cents, wheat Hour from tho
time H.00. Butter and cheese, re-

fined petroleum and boots and shoes, be
abmitted at a reduction of 25 per cent.
From and after July 1, 1892, as a defin-at- e

arrangement, the following articles
will be admitted free: Marble, jasper,
alabaster and other stones, including
cement, mineral waters, ice, coal pitch
tar, roain, turpentine, asphalt, raw

bricks and tiles, goiu anu
silver coin, pig iron, iron pipes, ueatns,
rafters, wrought iron, steel wire nails,
screws, nuts and pipes, raw cotton,
cotton seed oil nnd meal cake; tallow
and other animal greases, books and
pamphlets, woods of all kinds, manures,
agricultural implements and machinery,
materials and articles for public works,
such as railroads, tramways and roads;
salted and canned meats, jerked beef
excepted, butter, lard, cheese, fish of
nil kinds and, canned oysters and sal-

mon, oats, barley, rye, buckwheat and
Hour of these grains; starth, maizens
and other alimentary products of corn,
except com meal fruits except raisins,
vegetables, nay, straw anu uran; ircea,
plants, shrubs and garden seeds; tan
bark.

JiONDON, Aug. 1. Ditfcn ' and
O'Brien's repudiation of 'arneH, though
a far gone conclusion, has i profoundly
depreseed the Parnellitcs."Varnell
hoped until the last monent to again en-

tangle them in the manocudres for a re-

union. Their prompt and decisive de-

claration as soon as outside the prison
doors and a refusal to listen to any ad
vances from the Parnellites fell like a
death blow upon the faction. Todav
Parnell telegraphed to his committee
that the defections on every side would
not make him alter his course a hairs
breathes. He proposes on Sunday
to speak at Thurles, the strong-
est, ecclesiastical center in Ireland,
probably anew .to hurl dcliaiice at
bislipps nnd prophesy his future
triumphs. To fill up the gaps left in
the committee by deserters, another
directorate is aspiring to found a daily
paper on the Parnell-Penc- e principal.
One Dublin evening organ remaining
faithful, appeals to the party to rally and
not to succumb to stage fright because
they lost O'Brien. But the truth now
penetrating the stoutest Parnellite
hearts is that their cause is nigh ex-

tinct and it will be ueeless to continue
the struggle.

It is througt that Parnell will soon ap-

pealer the supportof there voluntary
pnrtisans at home and abroad. The
Government training college bill .which
practically proposes to endow two largo
Catholic colleges in Dublin and one
very minor Protestant college, lias
caused a revolt in the Conservative
ranks. Balfour, however, skilfully
resorted to the plan to provide capital
for the colleges from funds at the
disposal of the Irish Educational Board.

The bill therefore can be 'postponed.
William O'Brien was finally adjudicated
abankrupt today at the instance of
Ixird Silisbury. He will come to London
Monday to try to arrange a conference
with Parnell and McCarthy in segard
to Paris funds. McCarthy at the
instance of Parnell agrees to the with-draw- el

of 5000 to meet legal expend-
itures incurred . when the paity was
united. Whatever O'Brien's plan may
lie there is small hope tliat i'arneit
will aessnt to the release of the fund
unless ho shall be permtited to control
its disposal.

His personal embarrassuient does not
appear to havo been relieved by his
marriage. He has made an extraordin-
ary claim against Captain O'Shea for
